Salinger arrived in San F ran ­ 
cisco by plane early today from 
Washington, where he resigned 
as the President’s press secre­ 
tary. He told newsmen he had 
nothing to say about his plans 
until he “ consults with friends,

qualifications.” 


“ It’s great to be back in Cali­ 
fornia.” he said. 


When asked if he planned to 
enter the Senate race, Salinger 
commented 
“ there’s 
always 
room for one m ore.” 


He said he would hold a news 
conference at IO a m. PST dur-! 
ing which he was expected to: 


make his bid on the Dem ocra­ 
tic ticket. 


The portly Salinger Thursday 
resigned unexpectedly the high 
White 
House 
position 
he 
had 
held since President Kennedy’s 
1960 presidential victory. 


President 
Johnson 
accepted 
Salinger’s resignation “ with the 
greatest regret and reluctance” 
and 
immediately 
n a m e d 
George 
Reedy, 
a 
long-time 
aide. to Salinger’s job. 


Hatcher Quitting Too

nation. Salinger also disclosed 
that Andrew T. Hatcher is quit­ 
ting his post as associate Whit? 
House secretary. 


The 38-year-old Salinger is re­
